Dr. C. T. Galbraith 
Dies At Calgary 


One of the early doctors of the 
Vulcan* d i s t r i c I, Dr. Charles 
Thiimas Galbraith, prominent Cal¬ 
gary physiclah and .surgeon since 
lO.’Ll, died suddenly in Calgar>’ on 
Sept. 7 at the age of 67.
